County Schools to Open August 28

Schools in Prince Georges 
County will open Wednesday, 
August 28 for 103,886 stu¬ 
dents. (Although this is a- 
bout 1600 less than last year, 
the drop in enrollment is 
slightly less than that of the 
last few years.) Twelve 
magnet schools will open on 
Wednesday, six for the talen¬ 
ted and gifted and six work¬ 
place schools. 

The schools for the talented 
and gifted are full and there is a 
waiting list for them. Some ap¬ 
plications for the workplace or 
extended day schools are still be¬ 
ing accepted. Interested parents 
should call 952-4706 for further 
information. 

Emphasis this year will be on 
ciiteria reference testing. This 
means looking at where students 
are and building on the skills that 
students need. The message given 
to the students will be that all 
can learn; all can be successful. 

Registration 

State law requires school at¬ 
tendance by every child between 


the ages of 6 and 16. Those who 
will be five before January 1. 
1986 may attend kindergarten. 
Parents of students new to the 
school system who have not pre¬ 
registered should bring their 
child’s birth certificate, proof of 
residence in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty (deed, rental contract), record 
of immunization and the child’s 
last report card if entering first 
grade or above. 

Lunch prices will be the same 
as last year: 90c for lunch; 40c, 
reduced lunch; 55c. breakfast; 
30c, reduced breakfast and 25c 
for milk for elementary pupils. 
Lunch for secondary school stu¬ 
dents will be 95c and breakfast 
55c. 

A requirement that students in 
grades 1 through 12 maintain a 
2.0 or better average in order 
to participate in extracurricular 
activities was put into effect dur¬ 
ing the last school year. Accord¬ 
ing to school officials this is 
working successfully. An increase 
in summer school attendance this 
summer might be attributed to 
students efforts to be sure to 
qualify for participation in extra- 


Pros and Cons of County’s Action 
On Sunrise Stirs Strong Response

There are no strings at¬ 
tached to the six-point devel¬ 
opment plan offered by the 
county executive to the city 
of Greenbelt last month, ac¬ 
cording to Fern Piret, a rep¬ 
resentative of Parris Glen- 
dening. 

Speaking at a city public 
meeting held on August 14 to 
discuss the six-point plan and 
its relation to the Sunrise Vil¬ 
lage Apartments and the third 
tower of the Maryland Trade 
Center, Piret said, “None of the 
things that I have been talking 
about are contingent on any ac¬ 
tion that the city takes.” She 
was referring to the city’s pos¬ 
sible position on tax - exempt 
bonds. 

The six-point plan includes ad¬ 
herence to a time schedule pre¬ 
viously given to the city on road 
construction, advanced funding 
for road improvements to the 
Baltimore - Washington Parkway 
bridge if federal funds are de¬ 
layed, quarterly updates on prog¬

ress on road improvements, a 
promise not to extend “special 
inducements” to any future de¬ 
veloper in East Greenbelt with¬ 
out consulting with the city “un¬ 
til road improvements are in 
place”, increased funding for 
park development, and transfer 
of half of a 72 acre parcel of land 
to the city for use as parkland, 
with the other half proposed to 
become a single family home de¬ 
velopment. 

The meeting, which was attend¬ 
ed by about 30 people, including 
county council member Richard 
Castaldi, began with presenta¬ 
tions from Piret; Jim McCaig, 
developer of the Sunrise Village 
Apartments; Bernard Facchina of 
Coakley and Williams; and Don 
Reider of the Hunting Ridge 
Condominium Association Land 
Use Planning Committee. 

Much of the early discussion 
centered on the proposed use of 
tax-exempt bond funding for the 
Sunrise project. Piret said that 
the county is “entertaining” the 
possibility of the use of such 
bonds for the Sunrise project in 
order to increase controls and 
exert influence on the quality of 
the project. 

When asked to explain what 
the differences would be with and 
without tax exempt bonds, de¬ 
veloper McCaig mentioned better 
quality and durability of the 
structure, energy conservation, at 
lease twice as much money put 
into landscaping, a health club, 
card room and arts and crafts 
center, more extensive building 


curricular activities. 

Expulsion Policy 

Strict standards will continue 
to be upheld for drug, alcohol 
and weapons (including knives) 
abuse. Students need to be aware 
that none of these may be 
brought to school at any time, 
and that expulsion will result 
should this rule be broken. Ac¬ 
cording to the Code of Student 
Conduct, students will be ex¬ 
pelled for the first offense in¬ 
volving the use of or possession 
of weapons. For incidents involv¬ 
ing drugs or alcohol the student 
will be expelled for the first of¬ 
fense involving distribution and 
the second offense involving pos¬ 
session. Most of these students 
are not eligible for readmission 
to the Prince Georges County 
school system. Students who are 
readmitted must remain expelled 
for at least the remainder of the 
semester in which the incident 
occurred and the following full 
semester. They must also present 
documentation of satisfactory 
participation in an alcohol/drug 
treatment program.

He also 
pointed out that the firm intends 
to add 100-200 rooms to the 
Holiday Inn.

Community’s Deposits

In a written statement issued 
Tuesday, August 20. Governor 
Harry Hughes granted the re¬ 
quest of Community Savings and 
Loan Association, of Bethesda, 
to temporarily halt withdrawals 
While the association seeks fed¬ 
eral desposit insurance. The 
Maryland Deposit Insurance 
Fund (MDIF) concurred with 
the strict freeze prohibiting 
withdrawals for 20 days from the 
close of business on Monday, 
August 19. Virtually no with¬ 
drawals from any accounts may 
be made explained Norm Silver- 
stein, spokesman for MDIF, the 
state agency that now insures 
those S&Ls that have not yet ob¬ 
tained federal insurance, includ¬ 
ing Community Savings and 
Loan. 

A very narrow exception pro¬ 
vides for Community’s directors, 
with MDIF permission, to pay 
out construction or real estate 
loans if those payments will not 
have a negative affect on Com-

ment might be preferable. A de¬ 
cision could not be made, most 
council members felt, without full 
public hearings. 

With a city council election 
coming up, one councilmember out 
of town during August, and the 
pressures of campaigning and 
candidates' nights during Sep¬ 
tember since all incumbents are 
running again for office, there 
seemed little opportunity to 
tackle the question before Oc¬ 
tober. 

On the other side of the ques- 
t i o n, however, councilmember 
Dick Pilski and Don Volk both 
felt that the opportunity might 
be lost if action were delayed. 
Pilski pointed out that disposal 
of the property would be the re¬ 
sponsibility of the archdiocese 
which, now alerted to vacant con¬ 
dition of the residence, might 
proceed to sell it at once. 

Sucher, asked about her feel¬ 
ings on acquisition of the prop¬ 
erty, expressed “mixed feelings.” 
She felt this might be a rare 
chance to acquire two adjacent 
homes that were vacant at the 
same time; nevertheless, she 
wanted the people of Greenbelt 
fully behind the project. She thus 
felt unwilling to proceed without 
some sense of that support. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said he 
felt the issue was “not timely,” 
that it could be more appropriate¬ 
ly taken up and explored by the 
next council. Most of the people 
in the room seemed to concur, as 
did the majority of council.

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GHI Board Authorizes Program to Control 
Water Problem iflLargerTowo home Basements

With the adoption of a 
strategy for controlling wat¬ 
er infiltration in the base¬ 
ments of the larger town- 
homes, the board of directors 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., at 
their August 8 meeting, set 
in motion the beginning of 
the rehabilitation program 
for these homes. At the 
July 11 meeting, the board 
had authorized General Man¬ 
ager Ron Colton to negotiate 
a loan from the National Co¬ 
operative Rank to refinance 
a “rehab” program for these 
homes. The board's motion, 
passed unanimously, stipula¬ 
ted that up to $600,000 could 
be borrowed. 

According to Colton, the loan 
will be for a fixed interest rate 
for 15 years. Security for the 
loan will be the larger town- 
houses; other GHI homes will 
not be involved in this trans¬ 
action. However, at the August 8 
meeting, member Betty Deitch, 
referring to the fact that the 
larger townhome owners will not 
be required to purchase NCB 
stock, asked whether the other 
GHI members are, in effect, sub¬ 
sidizing the loan being made to 
the larger townhome owners. She 
maintained that these owners are 
being excused from the stock 
purchase only because of the 
large holding of NCB stock that 
GHI has by virtue of the stock 
purchase made in order to get the 
earlier loan to rehab the brick, 
block and frame homes. 

Colton finally agreed that the 
larger townhome owners would 
have had to purchase stock in 
NCB worth 1% of the loan if 
GHI had not already had such 
a large holding in the bank. Col¬ 
ton promised to review the mat¬ 
ter with Comptroller Don McGinn 
and to report back to the board. 

The problem of water infiltra¬ 
tion will be attacked by two 
methods, according to plans out¬ 
lined by Jay Freedman, Staff 
Engineer. The board gave ten¬ 
tative approval to a proposal by 
Geotechnical Services, Inc,, to 
produce engineering drawings and 
to make borings for a system of 
outside French drains in the 6<5 
Court of Ridge Rd. and along 
5A-5H Laurel Hill Rd. leading 
to a large drain which will follow 
the swale back of 5J-5N Laurel 
Hill and on down the hill. The 
drains will be about 30” wide and 
up to 12’ deep and will be filled 
with gravel, topped with a filter 
and covered with a layer of sod 
so that they will not be obtrusive. 
This system is designed to catch 
surface water and underground 
seepage before it can enter the 
basements of the homes. 

Because Fall is usually a good 
time to undertake such work, the 
board passed, unanimously, au¬ 
thorization for a contract, not to 
exceed $6,000, with Geotechnical 
Services to do the preliminary 
work. Under a suspension of the 
rules, the authorization was pass¬ 
ed for first and second reading. 
Excused absences of President 
Margaret Hogensen and Directors 
Debbie Hartwick and Janet Cant¬ 
well required a supporting vote 
from the presiding officer, Vice 
President Wayne Williams, since 
suspension of the rules requires 
a two-thirds majority of the 
board. 

Passed for first reading was a 
contract with Tri-State Water¬ 


proofing Co. to construct French 
drains inside the basements of 
seven residences in these courts. 
This method, which Colton said 
had already been used success¬ 
fully in some homes in these 
rows, is designed to get rid of 
the water which escapes the large 
outside drains. The contract price 
is $16,555. 

Opposition to Sunrise Village 

By consensus, the ty>ard agreed 
to have a representative appear 
at the city council’s August 14 
hearing to oppose Prince Georges 
County’s proposals to sell tax- 
f r e e Industrial Development 
Bonds for the benefit of Sunrise 
Village Apartments, a proposed 
high-rise luxury apartment de¬ 
velopment. If the city supports 
the bond issue, the county, among 
other inducements, has offered to 
turn over to the city some sur¬ 
plus land which abuts GHI prop¬ 
erty. Nevertheless, the board de¬ 
cided to oppose the county’s pro¬ 
posal. 

Also by consensus, the board 
approved in principle a proposal 
for a division of responsibility 
between GHI and the city of 
Greenbelt for the eight play¬ 
grounds now owned by GHI but 
outfitted and maintained by the 
city. A recent Park and Recrea¬ 


tion Advisory Board report had 
recommended to the city council 
that the equipment in these play¬ 
grounds be repaired and then 
the playgrounds be turned back 
to GHI. GHI’s proposal to the 
city would set up a new sharing 
of costs and responsibility for 
these playgrounds with the city 
continuing to cover insurance 
costs and GHI taking over main¬ 
tenance. Some formula for shar¬ 
ing equipment replacement costs 
is also envisaged. 

Crescent and Ridge Again 

The board, also by consensus, 
agreed again to raise the ques¬ 
tion of a sidewalk aong Ridge 
and Crescent b e t W' e e n the 
Westway intersection. On the 
strength of a petition from 24 
residents, the city council had 
deleted the sidewalk from the 
street repair plans for this 
stretch of road. The GHI board, 
however, decided to send a letter 
to the city council asking them 
to review this decision and to 
publicize the review so that both 
sides might be heard more fully. 

Member Steve Curtis, spoke 
strongly in favor of reconsidering 
the need for a sidewalk, giving 
the opinion that a compromise 
could be worked out. Member 
Betty Deitch, however, charac¬ 


terized one of the proposals— 
construction of a sidewalk next 
to the street with no grass buf¬ 
fer strip—as creating a hazard 
by putting bicycles and tricycles 
adjacent to the street. 

11 Court Ridge Parking 
In the face of a 13 to 5 vote 
by court, residents to retain the 
current reserved parking in 11 
court Ridge, the board voted 4-1 
(Director Ray McCawley op¬ 
posed) to rescind a 1979 decision 
on parking in the court. The 1979 
decision was made, as an excep¬ 
tion to the rules, by counting ga¬ 
rages as parking spaces so that 
members who did not rent ga¬ 
rages and for whom no garages 
were available were given re¬ 
served parking places. Ruth 
Myers, a resident of the court, 
insisted that the reserved park¬ 
ing decision violated the rules 
and regulations and should be re¬ 
scinded. She was supported by 
Dott Wingfield, who also resides 
in the court. As a result of the 
vote, the court’s parking desig¬ 
nation will be changed to re¬ 
stricted, with parking for court 
residences on a first-come-first- 
served basis.

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Pilski, Facchina said that the 
Coakley-Williams development is 
an ongoing process and “we 
should be able to pursue it and 
not have it dependent on any 
other project/’ 

Reider expressed the concern of 
the Hunting Ridge Land Use 
Committee dealing with develop¬ 
ment of Schrom Hills Park and 
their opinion that only city-con¬ 
trolled funds should be used for 
the park. He also presented a 
detailed plan for the park’s de¬ 
velopment, including a lake, track 
facility, picnic area, two softball 
fields which could double in the 
off-season as a football field, and 
a tot lot in the center of the 
complex. 

Impact on City 

Councilman Thomas White as¬ 
sessed the risk the city is taking 
and “what you are getting for 
it.” He said that the city incurs 
some risk in certifying that re¬ 
quirements for certain facilities 
have been met. The question is 
“how much risk do we want to 
take?”. He particularly pointed 
to the Hanover Parkway/Green- 
'belt Road intersection, which he 
said has a D (acceptable) rating 
but which is close to an E (un¬ 
acceptable) rating. White point¬ 
ed out that two traffic studies of 
this intersection have been done, 
neither of which took Sunrise 
Village Apartments as currently 
proposed into account. This addi¬ 
tional traffic, he said, might give 
the intersection an E level rat¬ 
ing. He said he was also con¬ 
cerned about tipping the balance 
against Coakley and Williams, 
who have been living up to their 
commitments! 

On the credit side, White 
weighed what the city would get 
from the county’s offer in addi¬ 
tional park funds are “nice but 
f really don’t take . care of the 
risk”; as for the surplus prop¬ 
erty, he noted that the city 
thought this land had already 
been committed to the city and, 
therefore, half of it is really be¬ 
ing taken away. “What are we 
getting for this risk?” he asked. 
“Conditions which Coakley-Wil¬ 
liams are required to meet and a 
parcel of land we thought we 
had,” he answered. 

When asked by Pilski about the 
county’s priorities with regard to 
the Sunrise Village apartments

and the third tower of the Mary¬ 
land Trade Center, Piret said, 
“We believe that both projects 
should go ahead in as timely a 
fashion as possible. I defy any¬ 
body to suggest that we, as a 
county, are opposed to the de¬ 
velopment of (the Coakley-Wil¬ 
liams) project,” she said. 

Councilmember Richard Pilski 
expressed the opinion that the 
present situation was unfair to 
Coakley-Williams and that it is 
essential to help them. “They're 
trapped.” he said. (Maryland 
Trade Center III cannot be built 
until the city certifies that the 
required road improvement sched¬ 
ule is in place.) To applause, 
councilmember Edward Putens 
said that he agreed that the pres¬ 
ent situation was unfair to 
Coakley-Williams but that he 
was even more concerned about 
the residents of East Greenbelt, 
who have to wait 10 or 15 min¬ 
utes at the intersection of Han¬ 
over Parkway and Greenbelt 
Road. 

Citizen Views 

Several citizens spoke out 
strongly on the issues of the 
use of the tax exempt funding 
and more development in the 
area. 

Susan Malone of Windsor 
Green said that she felt betrayed 
by the county under this set of 
circumstances and that it should 
not happen in any part of Green¬ 
belt again, much less East Green¬ 
belt. 

Piret pointed out that it ap¬ 
pears to the county that the 
project will go ahead with or 
without the bond funding and that 
the use of bonds will merely give 
the county more control and both 
the county and the city a better 
product 


Malone also expressed the con¬ 
cern that without the bonds the 
city might eventually be stuck 
with a run-down building, an 
outcome which would have an 
adverse effect on property values 
of homeowners 

Steve Curtis, a resident of 
Ridge Road, said he had philoso¬ 
phical problems with granting 
funds for those who need it the 
least, as opposed to those who 
need it the most He pointed out 
that many of the Sunrise tenants 
would be at the higher end of 
the rent spectrum. (McCaig had 
earlier mentioned rents ranging 
from $556 per month for an ef- 
fiency to $980 per month for a 
2 bedroom/2 bath apartment.) 

“Unless we start using green 
concrete for the buildings and 
green asphalt for the roadways, 
there’s not going to be much 
of a green belt around here,” he 
said, adding that the city coun¬ 
cil should attempt to slow de¬ 
velopment for the next few years. 

GHI Opposition 

Ron Colton, general manager of 
Greenbelt Homes Incorporated 
(GHI), representing the board of 
GHI, said the board questions the 
use of tax exempt bonds for lux¬ 
ury apartments. He also spoke 
of a surplus of rental housing. 
Despite a “dearth” of single 
family housing in Greenbelt, he 
said that the board would prefer 
that the entire 72 acres of surplus 
school board land become park¬ 
land. Colton also warned of a 
“treadmill” caused by making 
bigger intersections, which ac¬ 
commodate more traffic, which 
encourages more development, 
which requires bigger intersec¬ 
tions. 

Joseph Isaacs, of Boxwood, 

added that if Sunrise had been

brought to the city’s attention 
earlier, it would have been op¬ 
posed based on longstanding poli¬ 
cies. He urged the council to push 
for advance notice for planned 
development. He also expressed 
his agreement, with two excep¬ 
tions, with the other five parts 
of the six-^part plan the county 
has offered in response to an in¬ 
itial letter by the city. He added 
that the entire 72 acres of sur¬ 
plus land should go to park land, 
and that the increase in funding 
for parks should be multi-year 
instead of for just one year. He 
also said the county should add 
the 10-acre site on Mandan Road 
north of Greenbelt Road, which 
had been mentioned earlier by 
Putens. 

Piret, in response to a request 
from Putens, had investigated 
this 10-acre site and found that 
the Board of Education, which 
owns it, has no plans at present 
for declaring it surplus. She said 
she would look further into the 
matter to see if it may be de¬ 


clared surplus in the future. She 
also agreed to look into the pos¬ 
sibilities of an additional traffic 
study which would take into con¬ 
sideration the Sunrise Villege de¬ 
velopment, as suggested by the 
city Advisory Planning Board. 

Councilmember Toni B r a m, 
summarizing, said that the real¬ 
ity is that Sunrise is coming 
and that at the same time the 
county has offered some sweet¬ 
eners. In this case, she said, the 
city should make the best of the 
situation, so that in two or three 
generations the city is still liv¬ 
able. “What’s going to happen 
to the people that are here after 
we’re gone?’ she asked. 

The council agreed to consider 
the issue related to Sunrise Vil¬ 
lage Apartments and the Mary¬ 
land Trade Center at its Sep¬ 
tember 9 meeting. Later, a work 
session on these issues was 
scheduled for September 6.

What are plaque-dissolving 
agents? 

Plaque is a sticky, almost 
invisible film that constantly 
forms on the teeth. Most den¬ 
tal problems occur as a result 
of the failure to thoroughly 
remove plaque daily through 
the use of dental floss and 
proper brushing. 

Research has been under¬ 
way for many years to disco¬ 
ver a means of dissolving the 
plaque that is left behind after 
a thorough daily cleaning. 
Mouthwashes seem to be the 
most promising plaque-disolv- 
ing agents. Although not com¬ 
pletely understood at this 
time, the effectiveness of any 
mouthwash is apparently link¬ 
ed to its ability to destroy the 
bacteria found in plaque. 

A recent study released by 
a major brand of mouthwash 
claims 50% reduction in plaque 
formation in carefully moni¬ 
tored test subjects. Past stu¬ 
dies using several different 
brands have resulted in vary¬ 
ing degrees of success. What 
is common to all research is 
the fact that mouthwash is to 
be considered an additional, 
rather than a substitute 
means of plaque control. Al¬ 
so, it must be remembered 
that further (research is neces¬ 
sary to verify and repeat the 
findings before this can be 
considered an acceptable form 
of dental disease prevention.
